ican Senatorial Caucus No. 4 met to- 

and adjourned without result. Yards of 

talk were reeled off, but this did not suffice to 
formulate a party policy. There were a good 
many recriminations. Senator Quay was 
scored by some of his colleagues, who were 
scored in turn, and the conclusion was almost 
reached that the Republican majority in the 
Senate was powerless to direct legislation. The 
eaucus had before it Senator Quay’s proposi- 
tion to vote on the Tariff bill Aug. 30, 


and adjourn the middle of September without 
passing an Election bill. It also had the va- 
gious schemes that have been proposed to 


bring the Tariff and Election bills to an issue. 


_ Phe sentiment developed in the caucus showed 


that the Tariff and Election bills are in sharp 
antagonism. Some Western Senators, who 
support the Election bill, are afraid of the 
high-tariff measure, and would willingly see it 
fail. On the other hand, the Senators most 
interested in the Tariff bill are will- 
ing that the Election bill shall have 
the go-by. The strongest plea for the Quay 
proposition, which means the Tariff bill, was 
made by Senator Aldrich; who has charge of 
that measure. Senator Quay and his follow- 
ers disclaimed opposition to the Election bill. 
They declared that in the existing parlia- 
mentary tangle there was no possibility of 
getting the measure through in time 
to be effective at the coming election, 
and that it was, politically, expedient to in- 
sist. They thought therefore that Republican 
Representatives and Senators could do more 
good by going home and giving their ef- 
forts to the campaign than by stay- 
ing in . Washington and trying to legis 
late. The friends of the Election bill 
called attention to the pledges of the party 
for a National election law, declared that to 
abandon it now, in the face of Democratic 
threats of obstruction, would be a humiliat- 
Ing confession, and also cited the fact that 
they had not tried to press the bill in advance 
of the tariff measure. This view was empha- 
sized by Senator Spooner, who said the party 
must face the music. Senator Hoar also 
made a bitter speech, in effect charging the 
Senators who were not ready to support the 
bill with cowardice, This charge was sharply 


more than had been done by Senators 
Hoar, ,and Edmunds, who had of their 
own accord introduced resolutions de- 
signed to affect the situation. Some

BUSTS OF THE VICE-PRESIDENTS. 


They Are Placed in the Niches in the Walls 
of the Senate Chamber. 
Wasnineron, D. C., Aug. 14.—[Special.]— 


May 13, 1886, the Senate adopted a resolution 


providing that marble busts of the Vice-Presi- 
dents of the United States be placed in the 
niches of the walls of the Senate Chamber. 
These niches are on the gallery floor. Yester- 
day busts of Thomas A. Hendricks and Han- 
nibal Hamlin were in place on the south side 
of the chamber. This is believed to be the 
first time that a bust or statue of a living man 
has ever been erected by the Government of 
the United States or any of its branches. This 
unique honor is accorded the venerable Han- 
nibal Hainlin, who is the sole surviving ex- 
Vice-President. The list of Vice-Presidents 
is as follows: 

John Adams, Thomas Jefferson, Aaron Burr, 
George Clinton, Elbridge Gerry, Daniel D. Tomp- 
kins, John C. Calhoun, Martin Van Buren, Rich- 
ard M. Johnson, John Tyler, George M. Dallas, 
Millard Fillmore, William R. King, John C. 
Breckinridge, Hannibal Hamlin, Andrew Johnson, 
Schuyler Colfax, Henry Wilson, William G. 
Wheeler, Chester A. Arthur, Thomas A. Hen- 
— and Levi P. Morton, the present incum- 

nt. 

Of these one, Richard M. Johnson, was 
elected by the Senate, the Electoral College 
having failed to choose a Vice-President, 
though it elected Van Buren President. 

There are eighteen of these niches around 
the Senate Chamber, and two shallow recesses 
which might be converted into niches. Even 
then there would not be enough, for Mr. Mor- 
ton is the twenty-second Vice-President. 


GETTING READY FOR THE CAMPAIGN. 


The Republican Congressional Committee 
Completes Its Organization. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Aug. 14.—[Special.]— 

The Republican Congressional Committee has 
at last got down to a working basis. Repre- 
sentative Carter of Montana has been chosen 
Secretary and Edward O’Brien of New York 
Treasurer. Mr. O’Brien is Chairman Belden’s 
personal representative on the committee. 
Representative Carter is ashrewd politician 
with good executive capacity and is particu- 
larly well acquainted with the Western coun- 
try. He has declined a renomination and will 
be able to give his whole time to the work of 
the committee, It is understood that the 
choice of Representative Carter was made 
at the suggestion of Speaker Reed 
and Assistant Postmaster-General Clarkson. 
Though Mr. Clarkson could not see his way 
clear to identify himself with the Congres- 
sional Committee, after his retirement from 
the Post Office Department Sept. 1, he will 
codéperate with that body as Chairman of the 
subcommittee of the National Committee. 
The educational work of the campaign will be 
begun at once. The desire of the Democrats 
to discuss the tariff will be met and there will 
also be a good deal of literature put in circula- 
tion about the silver legisiatior of the present 
Congress. 

Steps have been taken to have the subject of 
tariff reform discussed at the various county 
fairs in New York State, where it is expected 
there will be joint discussions with representa- 
tives of the Free Trade League. 


CHANCES OF THE ANTI-LOTTERY BILL. 


It Will Pass the House Tomorrow if a Quo- 
rum Can Be Obtained. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Aug. 14.—[Special. }— 
While the attorneys and lobbyists of the lot- 
tery companies appear to be lying pretty 
low just now and taking no notice of the ex- 
posure of their operations in this city nor of 
the anti-lottery legislation proposed by Con- 
gress, it is understood that they are actively 
working to defeat the passage of any law that 
will cripple the lottery business. They have 
friends in the House who can help them by 
encouraging absenteeism, delaying pending 
legislation so as to crowd out the Anti-Lottery 
bill, questioning the constitutionality of the 
bill, and by various other indirect methods. 
But the patrons of the bill are confident that 
if it comes to a square issue it will pass 
by nearly a two-thirds vote. The only 
danger anticipated is that a quorum may not 
be present, and every effort is being made to 
keep members who are here and bring back 
those who are absent. It is pretty hard to 
get members to come back Saturday with the 
prospect of being kept too late to get away 
for a Sunday outing, and some Representa- 
tives who have remained at their posts every 
day complain that the Committee on Rules 
should bring up so important a bili on tbe 
very day that they want to get off for a little 
rest. The lottery men are said to have really 
little hope of stemming the tide that has set 
in at the south end of the Capitol against the 
lottery business, but hope to have better luck 
in the Senate, which is almost overwhelmed 
with accumulated business of great im- 
portance and may not care to take up the anti- 
Lottery bill if there is a prospect for a long 
discussion. 

GOSSIP OF THE NATIONAL CAPITAL. 


Senator Kenna of West Virginia as a Boat- 
Builder. 


Wasurnoron, D. C., Aug. 14.—[Special.]— 
Senator Kenna of West Virginia, who is 
afflicted with a serious valvular tronble of the 
heart, has been strictly forbidden by his phys- 
ieian to engage in any exciting occupation, 
the probable penalty being an indefinite pro- 
longation of illness. The Senator, however, 
growing restive under confinement, and feel- 
ing in need of labor of some kind, inasmuch 
as he is debarred from mental exertion, has 
rented a shop near his residence, and is en- 
gaged in boat-building. Here he can be seen 
day after day in the garb of alaborer wielding 
the plane, ax, and hammer. He has at present 
on the stocks a boat designed for light draft 
twenty feet in length, which, when completed, 
is to be used for ferrying purposes on the 
upper Potomac. Whether the Senator will 
permanently cast aside the toga for the jack 
plane will, he says, greatly depend on his suc- 
cess in his present line of employment,

MOMENCE PEOPLE AT WAR 


THEIR OPPONENT IS THE KANKAKEE 
DRAINAGE COMMISSION, 


The Chicago and Eastern Illinois Railroad 
Secures an Injunction Prohibiting the 
Removal of Dams Near Island Park— 
Charges of Boodle Intimated Against the 


Heirs of Gen. Case—Momence Afraid of 


Being Deprived of Its Water. 

The war between the promoters of the Kan- 
kakee River Drainage Commissioners on the 
one hand and the Chicago and Eastern IIli- 
nois railway and the citizens of Momence 
on the other goes merrily on. The situation 
of affairs yesterday at Momence was decidedly 
against the Commissioners, the railroad com- 
pany having secured an injunction prohibit- 
ing the removal of the dams at the east and 
west ends of Island Park. 

This island is 3,432 feet long and from 198 to 
563 feet broad, the greater portion of it being 
owned by the railrsadcompany. The heirs of 
Gen. Cass, formerly President of the Fort 
Wayne Railroad company, own the remainder. 
The town of Momence lies on the north side 
of the river, which divides at the west end of 
the island. The north side of the river, by 
reason of two dams, one at each end 
of the island, has the greatest 
flow of water. The two dams were 
taken out by order of W. R. Shelby, son-in- 
law of Gen. Cass, Monday last. Mr. Shelby 
resides at Grand Rapids, Mich., and is sup- 
posed to have acted in the interest of the Kan- 
kakee River Drainage Commission, an Indi- 
ana institution. The railroad company sued 
out an injunction and had the dams replaced 
Tuesday night and is guarding them jealous- 
ly. The matter will now go into the courts. 

The people of Momence are almost a unit 
in supporting the railroad company. They 
claim that the Indiana commission has no 
legal right to interfere with the river and that 
by diverting the north channel to the south 
side of the island it will deprive Momence of 
all water facilities, as well as create a disease- 
breeding swamp of the present river-bed. 

The railroad company fights the commission 
because, having purchased the island from 
Gen. Cass, and expended considerable money 
in fitting it up for picnic’ purposes, it asserts 
the diversion of the channel would entail a 
heavy pecuniary loss, besides endangering 
its bridge abutments. It also denies the 
right of the commission to cut away 100 feet 
of its right of way in the river. 

The heirs of Gen, Cass claim a reservation 
was made when the sale was consummated 
permitting them to abolish the dams when 
they so desired. This the railroad denies, and 
the courts will be called upon to arbitrate be- 
tween the parties, , 

The Work of the Commission. 

The Kankakee River Drainage Commission 
was organized by the Indiana Legislature of 
1889, and was authorized to expend $40,000 
in making certain excavations in the Kankakee 
River at Momence, the object being to lower 
the bed of the river and thus secure a greater 
flow of water. The primary inducement 
leading to this work, initiated and thus far 
conducted without the consent of the State of 
Illinois, is the alleged reclamation of swamp 
lands in Indiana with particular refer- 
ence to such lands in the northern 
part of Jasper County, Indiana, in 
which a number of Chicagoans 
are alleged to be interested finan- 
cially. It is claimed that the irregular over- 
flowing of the Kankakee River made this 
land practically valueless, and that these 
overflows resulted largely from ‘a lack 
of depth at Momence. This allegation 
is vigorously denied by the people of Mo- 
mence and vicinity, They claim that the In- 
diana system of drainage is responsible for it 
by reason of having created vast sandbars in 
the river above Momence. The friends of the 
scheme, however, finding they could not get 
the consent of the property-owners on the 
Momence side of the river, induced the farm- 
ers on the south side of the river to sign quit- 
claim deeds upon certain conditions. With 
these deeds in their possession, and by the co- 
operation of W. R. Shelby, the projectors had 
the dams thrown open preparatory to chang- 
ing the course of the river from 
the north to the south channel, 
thus leaving Momence without water. 
The railroad company took up the 
fight as invading its property rights, much 
to the gratification of the citizens of Momence 
and vicinity. 

Charges of Boodle Intimated. 

Charges of boodle are somewhat definitely 
intimated. It is said the heirs of Gen. Cass 
were paid a handsome sum to open the dams 
and encourage the scheme as much as pos- 
sible. Other allegations are freely made as to 
the use of money by the projectors, 

Dr. Keyser, an ex-member of the Illinois 
Legislature, speaking on the subject yesterday 
said: Certain members of the Indiana 
Legislature came to Momence in the fall of 
1886 in reference to this matter. The sub- 
ject was pretty thoroughly discussed. I 
made a proposition that the Indiana 
men go back to their Legislature 
and introduce a resolution asking for the ap- 
pointment of a joint committee to be com- 
posed of an equal number from Indiana and 
Illinois, I agreeing to have a similar resolu- 
tion passed by our General Assembly. To 
this they readily agreed. The joint committee 
was to meet in Momence and personally in- 
spect the river at that point. The Indiana 
Legislature, if you will recall, was engaged in 
a political wrangle during the winter of 1886 
and the resolution was not introduced. 
The joint commission thus fell through, 
either by reason of this political 
wrangle in the Indiana Legislature or for 
other causes not plainly apparent. Recent 
events suggest other reasons, however. The 
next tangible effort was the introduction of 
the bill creating the Kankakee River Drain. 
age Commission, which passed the Indiana 
Legislature in 1889. This act empowered the 
commission to cause a survey to be made, and 
if the removal of the rock could be accom- 
plished within the $40,000 appropriated for 
the purpose the commission was authorized to 
proceed; otherwise not. The commission, 
after hearing the report of the engineer, con- 
cluded the work could be accomplished within 
the $40,000 appropriated. 

The original bill creating the Drainage 
Commission calls for an excavation 200 feet 
wide at the top, 100 feet wide at the bottom, 
and 714 feet deep, while the appropriation bill 
of $40,000 only calls for 100 feet wide. Why 
these two bills should pass with this discrep- 
ancy and be lawful is a question. It may pass 
muster in Indiana, but would not be held as 
law in this State. At the time the survey was 
made, or immediately afterward, the Indiana 
parties secured quit-claim deeds from the 
farmers residing on the south side of the 
river. These quit-claims were given on the 
condition that the excavations should be 200 
feet according to the original bill. The Com- 
mission, however, now claims that it will 
have to comply with the appropriation bill, 
which calls for but 100 feet. The farmers now 
demand the 200 feet, otherwise they will sue 
for damages, or ask the court to set aside the 


deeds.” 
Another Opinion. 

Mr. S. N. Metcalf, who has resided within a 
stone’s throw of the rapids and adjoining the 
property of Ald. Kile for twenty years, 
said: This Indiana system of drainage has 
resulted in giving us eighty acres of sand 
at the head of the rapids.

WANTED FOR FORGERY AND BIGAMY. 


Arrest of a Man at Des Moines Charged 


with Many Crimes. 

Des Mores, Ia., Aug. 14.—[Special.]— 
Nearly two years ago Mark Halston arrived in 
this city with his wife and two bright children. 
He was at once received into good society and 
took a prominent position with the Des 
Moines Electric company as electrician. For 
over ayear past he has been under the surveil- 
lance of United States officers, and today he 
was arrested by Secret-Service Officer Fred N. 
Webber charged with the specific crime of 
forging the name of one McCain of Portland, 
Ore., to pension papers, on which he received 
over $600. Ten other distinct charges have 
been made against him of forgery and the 
officials say proof sufficient to send him to the 
penitentiary for life has been obtained. 

When the arrest was made today startling 
developments were given showing Halston to 
be one of the most expert bigamists in the 
United States. He has eight living wives and 


two of them reside in Illinois, two in Iowa 


(counting the wife he is at present living 
with), and two in Oregon, also two in Kansas. 
He is a rather pleasant man, a good conversa- 
tionalist, and bright looking. One of his 
wives at Charleston, III., was found dead with 
a bullet in her brain, and the Coroner’s jury 
returned a verdict that she came to her death 
by shooting at the hands of parties unknown.

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HIGHLAND PARK’S MAYOR VETOES A 
PROHIBITION ORDINANCE. 
ee ee ee 
An Effort to Crush the - Musical Aspira- 
tions of the Young Men in the Pleasant 
Little Northern Suburb Rebuked in Fit- 
ting Language by the Chief Executive 
of the Village—A Model Message from 
His Honor on the Subject. 

Highland Park hasaband and probably 
will continue to have one notwithstanding the 
fact that four good Aldermen of that sleepy 
suburb have decreed to the contrary. 

The town has awakened from its somnolence 
and is indulging in an uproar beside which 
the braying of the brags band is like unto the 
bleating of a fragile spring b. Highland 
Park is a no-license city one can’t get 
liquor unless armed with tw ysicians’ pre- 
scriptions. One doctor to be 
enough, but sick soldiers at Fort Sheri- 
dan were too. plentiful. They sell one 
beverage in town, however, more potent than 
whisky, and upon which one can get drunk 
and have twenty different kinds of after head- 
sches. It is called cider and is made in a 
chemical laboratory in Waukegan. The bale- 
ful effects of this drink were the prime mov- 
ers in the establishment of the band.

They were ousted from there, 
and then obtained permission from Milkman 
Sheahan to erect a shanty on his land, well on 
the outskirts of the town and away from the 
baleful, barreled cider. There the boys tooted 
and-pounded to their hearts’ content, George 
Bock, an athletic young carpenter, blew soul- 
fully and strongly upon a brass horn, Peter 
Dooley, a green grocer, played the little 
drum, while Con Sullivan thumped its big 
brother. Eric Cole, Jake Zimmer, and Alfred 
Moses toyed with the cornets, and otner play- 
ers did their best at instruments that were 
nothing if not noisy. 

All went well with the band—that is, until 
last week.

The Mayor’s action has created a hubbub, 
but the boys can play until the next Council 
meeting and forever afterward if Col, Turnley 
has his way. The veto is unique and reflects 
better than anything that another can write 
the character of the genial autocratic Mayor 
of Highland Park. It is as follows: 


A Veto That Is Unique, 

Gentlemen of the City Council: I respectfully 
return to the Council the foregoing ordinance 
with my objections to the same. It is known to 
the public that a dozen or more young men of this 
city organized themselves into a band and with 
commendable zeal gave their time and money, 
built a hall or cottage, purchased instruments 
and music, employed a teacher, and have been 
faithfully trying to attain such proficiency in the 
art as to perfect the formation of a good local 
band of music. 

I suppose it is mainly the objection of some 
persons to these young men practicing music that 
has led to the passage of this ordinance. P 

I learned some weeks since, by a petition now 
on file in the Clerk’s office, that some people did 
object to the practice and music, especially some 
persons living in the neighborhood of the band 
cottage, notwithstanding notice was given, as 1 
am informed, of the intention to erect a cottage 
in the edge of the woods for the band’s use, and 
I learn this was done, in order thet any well- 
founded objections to such might be made before 
work was commenced, but no such objection was 
made until after all those expenses had been in- 
curred. 

I believe the movers in the matter of suppress- 
ing the band practice give as a reason that it dis- 
turbs an invalid woman living not far from the 
band’s cottage, that she has been an invalid for 
several years, etc. 

If this be the case it certainly cannot be difficult 
for all concerned to arrive at some satisfactory 
arrangements without the drastic remedy of abol- 
ishing music within the limits of our city, and I 
suggest that efforts to this end be made and per- 
severed in till successful. 

The simple fact that this ordinance has passed 
the Council is lamentable evidence why this band 
should be fostered and encouraged, as it proves 
the need of the refining and civilizing influences 
of more and better musical education in our midst, 
while for us to proscribe this humanizing force 
will invite the odium which attaches to those fit 
for “ treason, stratagem, and spoil.” 

The enforcement of such an ordinance would 
drive from our city the marching bands whose 
martial airs arouse as naught else can the patri- 
otic.emotions of the hero and the sun-bright 
hopes of early youth.

CALIFORNIA GRAPES IN GOOD CONDITION. 


The Crop Not Affected by Insects and Prom- 
ises to Be a Big One. 

Saw Francisco, Cal., Aug. 14.—[Special.]— 

Henry Lachman of Henry Lachman & Sons, 


one of the leading wine firms of California, 
said about the grape crop of the Golden State 
tonight: 

There is no plague creating havoc in the 
vineyards of this State, although the phyloxera, 
asmall insect, worked disastrously last year 
and the year before in Southern California. 
The Australian lady bugs brought over to kill 
these grapevine destroyers were a success in 
vineyards, but are themselves doing consider- 
able damage to other kinds of fruit. The grape 
crop, that is, the one generally gathered in 
the latter part of September, is about one 
month late this year owing to the unpre- 
cedented continuance of rains last spring. 
But barring some little damage done by the 
exceedingly warm weather of this summer, 
which has caused some grapes to become 
withered and drop off the vines, 
be considered a larger one than we had last 
year, and should the rain not set in on the 
second grape crop, due about the middle of 
November, as it did in 1889, I can assure you 
that the yield will be a most excellent one. 
The rains in November last year destroyed 
about one-third of the second crop*”’ 

Panis, Aug. 14.— The wine-growing districts 
of France, especially the champagne-pro- 
ducing sections, have been invaded by phyllox- 
era, and great alarm is felt for the crops, 
which are threatened with total destruction, 

Advices from Berlin say that phylloxera has 
also made its appearance in wine-growing dis- 
tricts along the Rhine.

RESPONSIBLE FOR THE “RESIGNA- 
TION” OF TWO POLICEMEN. 


Detective Charles Nordrum Leaves the Cen- 
tral Detail While Under Suspension 


Pending Charges—His Notoriety as an 


Officer—Edward H. Smythe Cleans Out 
a Saloon and Meets Retribution at the 
Hands of Henry Talleyrand Murray. 

Charles Nordrum, a somewhat noted de- 
tective who has been connected with the Po- 
lice Department for about five years, tendered 
his resignation rather unexpectedly yesterday 
and it was 

It seems that Nordrum entered Berry’s sa- 
loon on Washington street opposite the Coun- 
ty Building in a slightly intoxicated state 
Sunday evening about 7 o’clock, and, reaching 
over the counter, discharged his revolver, the 
bullet entering the floor. The report of the 
weapon attracted quite a crowd, a number of 
people rushing in from the theater adjoining 
and the billiard hall back of the saloon. Nor- 
drum evidently did not mean any harm, as 
he wasin a jolly mood, and was let off with a 
rebuke from his friends for carrying a re- 
volver while under the influence of liquor. 

The circumstances reached the ears of 
Lieut. Clark of the detective department, 
and charges were preferred against Nordrum. 
Tuesday morning he was suspended pending 
the investigation, and yesterday he tendered 
his resignation. 

Nordrum for overa year has been connected 
with the detective department at the Central 
Station. He won his spurs as a detective 
while acting in the capacity of a spy, and it is 
claimed rendered good service in keeping 
track of the movements of the Anarchists. 
Shortly after the trial of the Anarchists he 
was detailed from the East Chicago Avenue 
Station to watch the moveinents of the lead- 
ers, and it was said was a member of a group 
in the northwestern part of the city for a long 
time. It is charged he kept the Anarchists posted 
as to the movements of the police and then 
posted the police as to the movements of the 
Anarchists, He was active in working up the 
case against Hronek, the leader in the con- 
spiracy to kill Judge Grinnell and ex-Chief of 
Detectives Bonfield. 

He at one time became desirous of joining 
the Knights of Labor and tried to get into the 
Karl Marx Assembly, which has since dis- 
banded, It seems that some of the members 
found out who he was and he was blackballed. 
He was much disappointed and swore he 
would get even with some of those whom he 
suspected of having voted against him. 

He Runs Against a Snag. 

Another of his experiences was at a meeting 
of the Arbeiter Bildungsverein, a socialistic 
organization which met at Thalia Hall on 
Milwaukee avenue. Under the pretense that 
the speakers were making anarchistic ad- 
dresses he broke up the gathering and arrested 
two of the principal men connected with 
the organization. On the way to the 
station he treated 
on reaching the station had 
booked for disorderly conduct. These indi- 
viduals were taken befere a Justice and their 
case was dismissed for want of evidence. 
They then turned around and prosecuted 
Nordrum for assault. He was found guilty 
and fined, but appealed his case to the Circuit 
Court. Judge Grinnell refused to set aside 
the fine, 

The Arbeiter Bildnugsverein is one of the 
organizations belonging to the Personal Rights 
League, and the latter organization assisted 
in the prosecution. While the case for assault 
was pending it was claimed by the 
members of the league that Nordrum, in or- 
der to square himself with the prosecution, 
turned over to Henry Linnemeyer Jr. and J. 
Henry Kroft, one of the attorneys for the 
league, eleven written reports made to the 
Police Department by a man named Henry 
Dammeyer, who pretended to be an anarchist 
and was a somewhat prominent character. 
He was in reality a spy. Most of the reports 
were returned to Nordrum, 

Charges were preferred against Nordrum 
to the Chief of Police and he 
was brought before the trial board 
but in some way was acquitted. Since that 


time the members of the Personal Rights 


League have claimed that M. C. McDonald 
went to the attorney of the league and begged 
him to stop the prosecution against Nordrum. 
They believe t the influence of certain 
rominent Democrats has kept him on the 
orce, 

He was recently put out of a restaurant on 
Calhoun place for creating a disturbance.

Depreciation of selling values on the crops 
of last year and a poor prospect for yield this 
year have caused financial trouble among some 
of the lending institutions in Kansas and Ne- 
braska. The greatest difficulty is experienced 
by those companies which guaranteed the 
prompt payment of principal and interest, or 
both. They are unable to meet their engage- 
ments. Those lenders who are willing to al- 
low the debtors to defer their payments prob- 
ably will get their money. It is the men who 
are in a hurry and expect the farmer to pay 
up as promptly as borrowers on judgment 
notes in the cities have to do who meet with 
the most severe disappointment in the matter 
of farm loans. 


A pispatce printed last week gave the pop- 
ulation of Iowa at 1,458,000, or 160,000 less 
than it was ten years ago. This was such a 
manifest absurdity, especially as the State 
census of 1885 showed a population of over 
1,700,000 in that year, that nobody paid any 
attention to it. The rough count in yester- 
day’s Tunuxn gives the figures as two mill- 
ions. This is a gain of 875,000, or 23.1 per 
cent, since 1880, as against a gain of 36 per 
cent during the preceding decade. This is 
doing well, however, considering the extent to 
which Iowa has been drawn on to swell the 
population of other States. The Dakotas, 
Kansas, and Nebraska lie next door to lowa, 
and their cheaper lands have attracted its 
farmers. Politically, the State will neither 
gain nor lose, assuming the next apportion- 
ment to be on a basis of 180,000. It has 
eleven Representatives now and will have the 
same number then. 


Baxxuns reported a good demand for loans 
from local and outside borrowers, the latter 
chiefly from leading grain centers, and rates 
were firm at 6@7 percent. New York exchange 
was quoted at 60@70 cents discount ver $1,000. 
Sterling exchange was steady at 4744874 
for bankers’ demand and 48816483 ½ for 
sixty-day bills on London. Business on the 
local Stock Exchange was slow, but rates main- 
ly firm. Chicago bankers reported a little 
more business with Wall street, where a strong- 
er stock market was reported, ‘the jobbing 
and general trade of the city was fairly active 
and prices for most leading lines of merchan- 


_ dise well maintained.—The Chicago wheat 


market was stronger in sympathy with a good 
export movement, but fell back latter chiefly 
because of the weakness in other produce, 
which was depressed by news of more favor- 
able weather in the West, There was active 
selling by recent bulls in corn and oats. As 
compared with Wednesday pork closed 17% 
cents lower for January, but 5 cents higher for 
this month, lard 2 cents lower, ribs 5 cents 
lower, wheat cent lower, corn and oats %{ 
cent lower, rye firm, barley steady, and flax- 
seeds g cent lower.

Tux editor of the Millers’ Gazette recently 
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the domestic consumption of 
still less to be spared for the wants of Eu- 
rope. No fears need be entertained of a 


scarcity here, except as to the ability to con- 
tribute as freely as heretofore towards filling 
the void in the Old World, but there is grave 
reason to think that the recent rate of export 
cannot be kept up much longer without leav- 
ing the home supply so short that every ker- 
nel of the surplus will be required for bread 
and seed. There is no superabundance except 
on the Pacific coast. 

Tun returns from Texas do not show that 
great advance in population which was hoped 
for by its people and the Democratic politi- 
cians. There was a gain of 35 per cent as 
against 94 for the preceding ten years. But 


as the enumeration of the colored people was 


made imperfectly in 1870 the growth of the 
State was not so rapid during that decade as 
the unexplained figures might seem to show. 
With a gain of 558,000 people the State will get 
but one more Congressman on the 180,000 
basis. It got eleven in 1880 by a scratch and 
will have to be satisfied with twelve for the 
next ten years. This will be bad news for the 
Democrats, who were hoping for several addi- 
tional Electoral votes from that quarter. There 
was no good reason to expect them. The State 
has no large cities, and the good cultivable 
land which can be had at a low price is di- 
minishing. There are thousands upon thou- 
sands of acres which are uncultivated, but 
mostly within the arid and semi-arid region.. 
The days of great gains in Texas population 
are over. 

In Maryland, at the eastern end of the Dem- 
ocratic line, the gains are barely sufficient to 
enable the State to keep the six Congressmen 
it has. There are no returns as yet from other 
Southern States, so that their Electoral strength 
at the next election cannot be estimated. 


LET THE SPECULATORS RAGE. 

The publication of the report that the Fair 
directors might be unable to use as large a 
part of the area of Jackson Park as they had 
expected to, and that a portion of the Exposi- 
tion might have to be placed elsewhere, 
stirred up a hornets’ nest of real-estate specu- 
lators who have been buying options on prop- 
erty near that park. Seeing their expected 
profits threatened, they swarmed around the 
Exposition headquarters ana cursed the possi- 
ble alteration in the site and every one con- 
nected with it. They seemed to have the idea 
that the directors had made a contract with 
them to hold the entire Faif at Jackson Park 
and that an infamous outrage was about to be 
perpetrated on them. 

If these speculators are hurt they ought to 
have manhood enough notto cry out. No- 
body has any pity for gamblers who, having 
burnt their fingers, dance up and down in 
public sight and howl ovér their losses. Those 
who are in a speculative business of any kind 
must learn, like the poker-player, to keep im- 
movable faces whether their cards are good 
or bad, whether they win or lose. No ar- 
rangement which the directors have made as 
yet is final. There is nothing which they have 
done which they cannot undo for good cause. 
Certainly they did not tell anybody to go 
ahead and speculate in Jackson Park prop 
erty and that they would stand by them. 

So far from sympathizing with these melan- 
choly dealers in options most people will feel 
a malicious delight if they are caught. This 
feverish speculation in the vicinity of Jackson 
Park was exceedingly mischuevous. Although 
there was nothing to justify the boom many 
could not see that fact, and people on 
the West Side were stimulated to fight the 
Jackson Park site in the hope of bringing the 
Fair to their own side of the river and getting 
increased land values for themselves. But for 
these option dealers there would have been 
none of those untrue insinuations occasionally 
made that those concerned with the manage- 
ment of the Fair were influenced by improper 
motives in the choice of a site. This whole 
real-estate speculation business which has 
sought to fasten itself on the Fair has been 
unfortunate, and if any of its promoters 
are nipped they need expect no sympathy, 
least of all from the directors. The question 
of asite must be determined wholly on its 
merits. 


NEW YORK GROWING ASHAMED, 

The resolution introduced by Senator 
Plumb authorizing the removal of Gen. 
Grant’s remains to Washington, with Mrs. 
Grant’s consent, and the probability that a 
similar resolution will pass the House, have at 
last aroused a sense of shame on the part of 
New-Yorkers, or rather a fear of the mortify- 
ing position in which their city is liable to be 
placed. The World still adheres to the ab- 
surd condition that a monument should be 
erected on the present site of the grave by 
the Nation, and says: 

If the prejudice against the City of New York 
is such throughout the country that people who 
recognize Gen. Grant as a hero and as a man to 
whom the country owes much are unwilling to aid 
in the erection of a monument here, then let 
them build the National Monument elsewhere. 
New York City should not alone be asked to build 


a monument over Gen. Grant’s remains. The act 
should have in it something more than mere lo- 


The World in common with other New- 
Yorkers seems unable to understand that there 
is just such a prejudice as it speaks of, that it 
has a righteous basis, and that if the Nation 
builds a monument to the memory of Gen. 
Grant it will be built at the Nation’s Capital. 
The World says, The act should have in it 
something more than mere localism.“ It does 
not stop to consider, however, that when Gen. 
Grant died the universal sentiment of the 
country favored his burial in the National 
Cemetery at Arlington among his comrades. 
The localism of New York prevented it. A 
local committee of that city promised to raise 
the money for a suitable local monument, and 
on the strength of that promise the family 
consented to his burial there. The local com- 
mittee has not fulfilled its promise, though 
five years have elapsed. All that has been 
done is to secure a site in a local pleasure 
park to advance the interests of a ring of 
local speculators, while a local member of 
Tammany of unsavory reputation has been 
allowed to turn the graveyard into a local 
stable-yard. It is localism of which the people 
of the country complain, and if they could 
have their way nationalism would rescue Gen. 
Grant’s remains from their present neglect 
and desecration. 

The City of New York has neglected its 
duty. What has the Grant Monument Asso. 
ciation done in the premises? This associa. 
tion is composed of one hundred or more 
millionaires, who made the original contract. 
What have theydone? Let the New York Mail 
and Express answer: 


The fault should be laid at the doors of the 
Grant Monument Association. Here is where the

THE GROWTH OF THE GRAND ARMY. 
The annual report of the A@jutant-General 
of the Grand Army of the Republic shows a 


organization. The first post was established 


in this State in 1866, but it was seven or eight 


years before the encampments showed steady 
and decided increase. On the closing day of 
1830 the total roll of the Grand Army showed 
60,634 members, a gain for the year of nearly 
16,000, and between March 31, 1881, and March 
81, 1882, it advanced to a grand total of 88, 985. 
The subsequent growth of the organization is 
traced thus by the Providence Journal: 


Taking the reports for the last day of June in 
every year since and including 1877 we find the 
number of the National society as follows: 1877, 


| 22,617; 1878, 28,274; 1879, 35,961; 1880, 55,260; 1881, 


70,726; 1882, 106,006 ; 1883, 178,811 ; 1884, 256,258 ; 1585, 
275,623 ; 1886, 299,891 ; 1887, $96,540 ; 1888, 361,194 ; 1889, 
$82,589. In addition to this last number there 
were 28,088 “in suspension and 3,000 out. on 
transfer,” completing a total uf 413,686. In the last 
twelve months new departments have been organ- 
ized in the Indian Territory, Oklahoma, North 
Dakota, and South Dakota, the latter two taking 
the place of the old Dakota department. The 
last report, on June 90, 1889, shuwed the total 
number of posts in good standing 6,711, a gain of 
406 in the current year. 

As compared with this showing, the report 
of the Adjutant-General, printed in the last 
issue of Tus Tinu, fixes the number of 
posts June 30, 1890, at 7,187, the number of 
members in good standing 427,981, and total 
members on the rolls 455,510, there being 27,- 
529 in suspension for various reasons. The 
net gain in membership in good standing was 
47,116. The financial showing of the Grand 
Army is equally good. Its resources are m a 
prosperous condition, and it has a large cash 
balance in the treasury. It has expended 


large amounts for relief, besides accumulat- 


ing a handsome fund for a monument to the 
memory of Gen. Grant—not in New York, it 
is needless to say. 

These statistics are an eloquent testimonial 
to the wonderful growth and the remarkable 
prosperity of the Grand Army of the Republic. 
No stronger reply than these figures suggest 
need be made to the charges of Democratic 
partisan organs that it is losing in numbers 
and influence. It never was so powerful as 
now, and so long as it retains its present non- 
partisan policy and refuses to allow any one 
to use it for partisan purposes it will increase 
in extent and influence. Its ranks will not be 
reduced except by time. The people of this 
country never will cease to regard it with 
gratitude and aid it by every means in their 
power so long as it maintains its present ex- 
cellent policy, 


THE LINSEED-OIL TRUST. 

The present duty on linseed-oil is 25 cents a 
gallon. The McKinley bill proposes to raise 
it to 80 cents. Asa protective measure this 
seems hardly necessary, since there was but a 
little over $9,000 worth of this oil imported 
during the fiscal year 1888-’89, while the ex- 
ports were valued at $72,000. The industry 
needed no further aid. As the imports are so 
small it is not a revenue measure. What, 
then, justifies the higher duty? 

It appears that the linseed-oil business in 
this country is controlled by a trust which 
held its first yearly meeting in this city 
day before yesterday. The organization em- 
braces almost every mill in the country. Se- 
cured by an excessively high duty against for- 
eign competition the trust has the matter in 
its own hands, and can extort from the con- 
sumers all that the Guty permits it to. If it 
is raised five cents a gallon the trust can 
charge safely five cents more a gallon for its 
product. 

The total value of all the linseed-oil made in 
1880 was $15,000,000. The product for 1890 must 
be more than 30 per cent greater, or $20,000,- 
000. Probably it is more than that, for the 
total capital of all the mills in 1880 was a little 
over $5,000,000. That of the mills in the trust 
is $18,000,000. Either the business has devel- 
oped greatly or there has been a large water- 
ing of stock—perhaps both. When the few 
mills now outside are taken in the total capi- 
tal will be $20,000,000. 

The net earnings on the capital stock—some 
of which must have been water, for the capital in- 
vested could not have quadrupled nearly in ten 
years—were just about 7 per cent, or $1,400,000. 
That is not a bad return. It is much better 
than that of the farmer. If the McKinley bill 
passes the profits will be greater. They will 
be increased at the rate of 5 cents on every 
gallon, and there will be no difficulty about 
collecting the money, for the foreign article 
cannot come in. Nor will a cent or a frac- 
tion of a cent out of the added nickel go to the 
farmer who grows the flax. He will get the 
same as before. 

The Senate has agreed to an amendment 
lowering the duty to 27 cents, or 2 cents above 
what it is now. That is something, but it is 
not enough. Before that body gets through 
with the bill it should restore at least the 
present figures, but it would do much better 
if it lowered them a little, and thus served no- 
tice on the Linseed-Oil Trust that it cannot 
abuse the protection of the tariff to levy trib- 
ute on the whole country. 


THE RUSSIAN RESOLUTION. 

The resolution reported by the House Com- 
mittee on Foreign Affairs as a substitute for 
that offered by Mr. Baker recently calling 
upon the President for such information as he 
may have touching the enforcement of 
proscriptive edicts against the Jews in Rus 
sia, and the possible expulsion of American 
citizens from that country because of their re- 
ligion, is sufficiently comprehensive to cover 
the ground. As Russia does not propose to 
enforce any new edict, but only the old edict 
of 1882, which has been held in abeyance, and 
as that edict is substantially Russian law, 
there is no ground for diplomatic protest on 
the part of this country. Still, neither the 
Government nor the people of this country 
can look on unconcerned if this edict is to be 
enforced. Its effect must be the involuntary 
exile of thousands of Jews, Russian and 
Polish, and the drift of the exodus must be to 
our shores. Undoubtedly there would be 
many desirable immigrants among them, but 
there would be many more undesirable ones, 
and paupers could not be allowed to land un- 
der our laws. 

It is understood that the edict of 1882 is to 
be enforced unsparingly and with the utmost 
rigor. In that case it will be tantamount to 
wholesale expulsion. Eight years ago the 
mere threat of enforcement drove thousands 
of them away, and many came here in a con- 
dition ot poverty. The reality, however, 
would make life not worth living to the Jews 
in Russia. Instead of living where they 
pleased they would be confined to sixteen des- 
ignated localities, in which it is needless to 
say they would be reduced speedily to the con- 
dition of outcasts and subjected to the cruel- 
ties and indignities of medieval times. Un- 
der this edict they neither can own nor lease 
land for agricultural purposes. They cannot 
enter the army, hold any civic profession, 


work or hold shares in a mine, enjoy the ad- 
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under the Government. The four millions of 
Jews in Russia thus would be concentrated in 


and kept under constant surveillance. Prac- 
tically they would be debarred from making a 
living, and would be reduced to the horrible 
conditions of their ancestors in medieval 
times. The result would be their dispersion 
over the world—the larger number coming 
here—and great suffering and misery in conse- 
quence, 

In case the provisions of this edict apply to 
Jews resident in Russia who are American 
citizens the Government has the right of mak- 


view the House committee’s resolution is 
timely. Beyond this, however, there is no 
way of reaching the case except by expressions 
of public sentiment such as were made eight 
years ago and which undoubtedly had much 
to do with the non-enforcement at that time. 
A movement already has been started in this 
country, growing out of Mr. Kennan’s ex- 
posures, to draw up a monster petition from 
American citizens to the Czar requesting him 
to give his personal consideration to the 
charges of injustice and cruelty practiced 
upon political prisoners in Siberia. A strong 
expression of condemnation against the 
Jewish edict might be added to the petition. 
There is no country in the world te which 
Russia will listen so respectfully as to the 
United States, and none with which it is on 
better terms. Hence the duty is all the more 
imperative. A courteous and respectful but 
vigorous protest from the American people in 
this-emergency may have excellent effects. 


GO AND BUY A GEOGRAPHY. 

In some respects the Louisville Courier. 
Journal is equipped decently for newspaper 
work. “It has a building, types, presses, ink, 
and paper. But it is weak in the upper story. 
It has no office library, and its editors appear 
to have graduated from schools where geog- 
raphy was not taught, being replaced possibly 
by State-rights theories. It is due to this 
colossal ignorance of one of the branches of 
study which is made compulsory in [linois 
common schools that the Courier-Journal 
says:

As evidence of the truth of this delightful 
statement it refers toa report which shows 
that in 1882 the Argentine Republic imported 
only $100,000 worth of American flour. Con- 
sequently ‘‘South America does not need our 
agricultural products.“ 

If the editor were familiar with Mr. Blaine’s 
plan he would know that it applied not to 
South America alone but to Latin America, 
meaning thereby Central America, Mexico, 
and the West Indies as well. If he had ever 
looked at an atlas he would know that the Ar- 
gentine Republic does not cover all South 
America by a good deal. If he had ever 
studied it he would know thatof.a total Latin- 
American population of forty millions not 
over five anda half is in the Argentine Re- 
public. He would kno that that State 
and Chili are the only ones which can grow 
wheat enough to feed themselves. He would 
know that there are vast equatorial expanses 
where wheat will not grow at all, and that the 
peoples inhabiting them get what flour they 
use from the United States now and would 
get more if they were allowed to. 

A study of statistics for 1889—not for the 
antediluvian period covered by the stray 
volume which makes up, along with the stud- 
book and the resolutions of 98, the Courier- 
Journal library—shows tbat the United States 
exported to South and Central America, Mex- 
ico, and the West Indies $12,200,000 worth of 
flour. That amount was consumed in the 
face of duties ranging from $1.45 per barrel in 
Jamaica to $4.50 in Cuba and up to about $10 
—including State and provincial duties—in 
Brazil. A removal of these onerous duties 
would, according to the theories of the 
Courier-Journal, increase the consumption 
greatly. The export of flour made from the 
wheat of Western farmers would be doubled 
and trebled and more. That would be a good 
thing for the farmer with his surpluses. At the 
same time he would be getting cheaper sugar 
and cheaper coffee, but the men who own 
these surpluses of wheat and corn live in 
States which support the Republican party, 
and what use has the CourierJournal for 
legislation which benefits them? 

** Brazil does not need our feed products,” 
says the wise editor. It took $3,651,000 worth 
of flour in 1888-’89 and would have taken four 
times that but for the duties. But the Courier- 
Journal knows nothing about any foreign 
country except England. There is no wilder 
Anglomaniac in the United States. Its world 
map shows distinctly only the outlines of 
Great Britain, Kentucky, and the Argentine 
Republic. All the rest isa blank. If any one 
proposes to reciprocate with Latin America, 
the Courier-Journal says never mind that; 
let us reciprocate with England.“ If any one 
speaks of opening trade with the nearest 
neighbors of the Nation, it insists on opening 
trade with England. It can see, think, and 
talk only England. If the C. J. will get a 
geography it will discover that England does 
not cover the entire earth and does not con- 
tain all the inhabitants thereof. 


PRICES OF AGRICULTURAL IMPLEMENTS. 

Correspondents write occasionally and ask 
why American agricultural implements should 
sell more cheaply abroad than at home. Dem- 
ocratic papers ask Farmers’ Alliances why the 
maker of a plow or a reaper or a mower 
should ask their members mare than he does 
a South American, or a Russian, or an Austrial- 
ian, and insinuate that he is protected against 
foreign labor that he may sell dear at home, 
where their is no competition, and thus be 
enabled to sell cheap abroad. They print 
comparative statements of the prices of agri- 
cultural implements, showing that they cost 
from 50 to 100 per cent more at home than 
abroad. 

In some instances the manufacturer may 
ask the foreigner less than his own country 
men. Patents may shelter him at home 
which do not abroad. Thus during the life 
of the sewing-machine patents an American 
manufacturer sold his goods abroad, where no 
patent protected him,\for half what he got at 
home. Or a drawback may come to the aid 
of the manufacturer. If an axis made with 
a helve of American wood, but a blade of 
imported steel, the maker if he exports it gets 
a drawback of nearly all the duties paid on 
the metal. This explains why some articles 
may be sold abroad for less than at home 
without its being necessary to assume that the 
manufacturer is overprotected. 

In the case of reapers, mowers, cultivators, 
etc., the explanation, though different, is 
equally simple. They sell for less abroad 
than at home, because the exported article 
is not worth as much as the one made for 
home consumption. It is made generally 
more heavily and coarsely. It is to be put 
into hands untrained in the use of the more 
delicate and complicated machinery sold the 
American farmer. In short, one kind of plow 
is made for export and another for the home 
market. The two may have the same name. 
They may look alike in a woodcut, but one is 
made more cheaply than the other. The 
American manufacturer has found that if he 
sends abroad implements of just the same 
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requirements of facial 


those who are to use them, and he has adapted 
himself to that state of affairs. The articles 
which he makes for the farmers of the Argen- 
tine Republic would not be looked at by the 
Western culturist, who is used ta better

factures, the quality and prime cost of the 
goods being the same, are sold 50, 20, 10, or 5 
per cent cheaper abroad than at home? Any 
Democratic paper that has it ought to print it, 


Tux directors assumed very lightly a serious 
responsibilitv. They have viewed it from every 
point that narrow self-interest could suggest. 
Now that they have been brought to a full stop, 
will they turn about and adopt a broad and com- 
prehensive policy, with expedition and vigor as its 
predominating characteristics, or will they drift 
wherever the wretched makeshifts of the petty 
showman or colossal self-seeker may invite 
them?

It should have been given 
a half-year ago. 

The above paragraph is not taken from a 
New York paper, where its appearance would 
astonish no one, but from a Chicago journal, 
which ought to know enough about the facts 
to refrain from such remarks, 

It is probable that any other board of forty- 
five men would have done just about what the 
present one has—have traveled the same road 
and run against the same stumps. The action 
of the directors from day to day has reflected 
pretty closely the feeling of the people. What 
the latter favored the former have agreed on 
generally. The protests against their actions 
have come mostly from disappointed specu- 
lators. There is no propriety in saying that 
they have been guided by “narrow self-inter- 
est.“ that they have been looking out for 
dividends, for their every action since they 
were elected disproves it. 

Of course management by directories or 
boards or committees is not the quickest way 
to arrive at results. The one-man power is 
always the best, whether it is a city or a manu- 
factory that is to be governed. Where there 
are forty-five men of equal power there must 
be debates and arguments, and if there are 
large minorities they must be pacified and 
sometimes compromised with. Hence prog- 
ress is slow. But in this case the prelimina- 
ries have to be settled by a board—no other 
way is practicable—and therefore the incon- 
veniences of that system must be put up with. 
It is easy of course to talk about settling the 
Lake-Front question and others like it in a few 
minutes, but those who have tried it have 
found there were difficulties. It is easy to 
talk about a broad and comprehensive policy, 
the features of which shall be expedition and 
vigor, but it is not so easy clearly to set forth 
that policy or secure that expedition. If any 
paper has it it should not hide so great a light 
under its bushel.

A GHOST STORY FROM DUBLIN. 
Two Priests and a Nun Figure in the Weird 
Tale. 


London, Aug. 14.—Dublin is at present en- 

joying a high-class sensation in the shape of a 
ghost story that already counts its believers by 
thousands. Among the ruins at Christ Church 
Cathedral are those of an ancient chapter- 
house. These ruins, according to popular 
belief, are now haunted by the ghosts of a 
nun and two priests, who take nightly and 
visible walks among the broken arches, totter- 
ing walls, and fallen pillars that form a 
picturesque addition to one of Dublin’s busy 
streets. Although the nighttime is naturally 
chosen, their appearance is none the less em- 
barrassing to the authorities, as the thorough- 
fare is monopolized by crowds of people when 
the wonted hour draws nigh and traffic is 
about suspended. To meet the emergency a 
large extra force of police has been detailed 
for duty.

Boucicault’s New Play; Though Possessing 
Interest, Lacks Strength—Lecoq’s Opera.

author, or Mr. Sol Smith Russell, the come- 
dian, upon marked success this evening of the 
new comedy drama, The Tale of a Coat, 
which opened the preliminary season at Daly’s.

The Indian Party Successful, but a Contest 
Likely. 

Wyrxwoop, I. T., Aug. 14.—A runner arrived 
early this morning after traveling fifty miles 
from Stonewall, and reports a row was nar- 
rowly averted at that place and hostilities were 
only prevented by the superior forces at the 
command of Gov. Byrd, who so overawed the 
disfranchised whites that after some display 
of arms they prudently withdrew.

The first squaw-man was refused the priv- 
ilege of voting and retired. The whites gath- 
ered their forces, and for a time it looked as if 
they meant battle, but Byrd with his militia 
stood firm, and the whites, seeing they 
would be worsted in a fight, left, and Byrd and 
his-militia ran things to suit themselves, and 
even prevented Indians from voting who 
they knew were for Paul. The result of the 
vote was 106 for Byrd,6 for Paul, and 15 for 
Burris, Independent. 

Enough is known to assure Byrd’s election 
and the success of the so-called Indian party, 
but their election is bound to be contested.

BATHERS DROWNED IN THE OCEAN, 


Two Daring Swimmers Perish in Spite of 
the Efforts of Spectators. 

Sprina Laks, N. J., Aug. 14.—[{Special. }— 
Never has this pretty village received such a 
shock as this morning, when two bathers, 
Miss Sullivan and Mr. Hurlbut, were drowned 
in the surf, after a brave attempt at rescue in 
which four would-be rescuers nearly lost 
their lives as well. Among the hundreds who 
sauntered down to Divine’s bathing-houses, in 
the rear of the Monmouth House, just before 
noon, were Miss Florence Sullivan, the 17- 
year-old daughter of Thomas Sullivan of 
Brooklyn, of the firm of Sullivan, 
Drew & Co. of New York, and 
Frederick Hurlbut, 32 years old, of 
Buffalo, President of the Buffalo Printing Ink 
Manufacturing company.

Little attention was paid to the | 
couple till it was observed that, with four or 
five others, Miss Sullivan and Mr. Hurlbut 
were braving the outside row of breakers 
some 150 yards north of the bathing-ground 
limits and immediately opposite the Sussex 
and Essex villas, They had been in the water 
probably half an hour when acry for help 
brought the watchers on the beach to their 
feet and sent the bathers in a frantic rush to 
the shore. In an instant F. Brewer of NewYork, 
George Matthews of Buffalo, a son of Editor

Heavy Purchases of American Hides,

the manufacture of leather findings and dress- 
ings, and says that the stringency of the 
leather market is due to the demand for Amer- 
ican stock in England.

He Denies That the Farraguts Preferred

The following letter received last night explains 
itself : 

Editor of The Tribune: In an item referring

As to the character of that evidence I know 
nothing, but am aware of the fact that ever since 
Corbett’s race at Toronto two years ago he has 
been held under suspicion by both the Canadian 
and National Associations. As to the merits of 
the case I hare nothing to say at this time, but if 
Corbett or his unwise friends press the matter or 
continue the cry of persecution it may be neces- 
sary to state some facts that he will not enjoy.

GROWTH OF THE SOUTHERN STATES. 


The Increases in Population as Shown by 
the Census Returns, 
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Wasmrorox, D. C., Aug. 14.—[ Special. — 
No more interesting developments will be 
made by the census than those concerning the 
population and resources of the South and 
West, which sections have for a number of 
years enjoyed to à greater or less extent the 
The Census Office has not 
yet sufficiently advanced in its work to be able 
to give exactly the population of the States 
embraced in the section referred to, but it can 
be told with a near approach to accuracy 
what the exact figures will be. In general 
terms it may be said that the West and North- 
west have gained in — i at a much 
more rapid rate than have the Southern 
States. Owing to the political situation the 
gains made in the latter are of a peculiar in- 
terest. They have not been as large as might 
have been expected from the amount of dis- 
cussion which the opening up of new indus- 
tries down there has engendered, but the gains 
have been very substantial ones. : 

As stated the figs have not yet been final- 
ly compiled and Tévised, but for all practical 
purposes the census of 1880 for the Southern 
States can now be compared with that of 
1890. 

Alabama now has a population of 1,520,000, 
as against 1,262,505 in 1880. Arkansas has in- 
creased from 802,525 to 1,182,000, Delaware 
from 146,608 to 175,000, Florida from 269,493 
to 396,000, Georgia from 1,542,180 to 1,840,000, 
Kentucky from 1,648,096 to 1,870,000, Louisiana 
from 939,946 to 1,115,000, Maryland from 934,- 
943 to 1,400,000, Mississippi from 1,131,597 to 
1,265,000, North Carolina from 1,399,750 to 
1,640,000, South Carolina from 995,557 to 
1,187,000, Virginia from 1,512,565 to 1,700,000, 
West Virginia from 618,457 to 774,000, Tennes- 
see from 1,542,359 to 1,800,000. Texas has in- 
creased 600,000, having now a population of 
about 2,175,000. The increase in Missouri 
has been 400,000, and her population is 2,657,- 
000. 
It will be seen from these figures that it is 
not those States where there has been the 

reatest mineral development that there has 
n the greatest increase in population. 
Texas, a purely agricultural State, for in- 
stance, has increased more in population than 
any other State south of Mason and Dixon’s 
line. Next comes Missouri, which is in the 
main also agricultural. It is noteworthy that 
the two principal Southern States where 
mines have been opened and furnaces built, 
like Alabama or Tennessee, have increased in 
about the same ratio, the former having 
ained 257,495 and the latter 257,641 in the 
ast ten years. It is further remarked that 


Georgia, their near neighbor, in which there 
has — no boom, gained more than 
either, her increase being 397,820. 
3 the present basis of representation— 
151 there would be a gain in the number 
of Congresemen from every Southern State ex- 
cept Delaware—the gain being from one to four.

TO THE HERO OF ALAMO. | 


‘MONUMENT TO BE ERECTED IN MEMO- 
RY OF DAVY CROCKETT. 


Scotch-Irish People Take This Means of Ex- 
tolling the Deed of One of Their Race— 
Wellington, Australia, an Important 
Coaling Station—A Missionary En Route 
to China—Mexican Farmers and Machin- 
ery—New Orleans Merchants Are Pro- 
testing. 

Col. T. T. Wright, founder of the Scotch- 
Irish Congress, which has held several ses- 
sions, is in Chicago visiting friends and con- 
ferring with parties interested in the proposed 
monument to Davy Crockett. Col. Wright 
exhibits with pride a marriage license signed 
by the hero of the Alamo June 2, 1821. The 
document is peculiar as representing a bond 
for $1,250 entered into by two citizens of 
Lawrenceburg, as an indemnity to the State 
for any violation of the law by the newly 
married pair. 

„Next week will witness the laying of the 
corner-stone of a monument to Davy Crock- 
ett, remarked Col. Wright to a Trrsunz re- 
porter, when the Crockett clan holds its 
annual gathering at Lawrenceburg. The base 
will be of iron taken from the hills back of 
the old cabin formerly occupied by the brave 
pioneer. A plain white marble shaft will 
spring from this foundation, 

Crockett was one of the noble Scotch- 
Irish race whose history in America is un- 
written. The brave qualities of these people 
have been overlooked by historians, and our 
association is bound to fill this blank and 
let others know of the deeds of our people who 
gave birth to such men in Illinois as Abraham 
Lincoln, John A. Logan, Stephen A. Douglas, 
the McCormicks of reaper fame, and others. 

Col. Wright took a conspicuous part last 
spring in promoting the claims of Chicago for 
the World’s Fair. He traveled extensively 
through the South urging the indorsement of 
this city for the site, as he desires to have an 
international session of the Scotch-Irish Con- 
gress in Chicago in 1898. 


Guy C. Williams of Wellington, New Zea- 
land, and Dr. G. Sterns of Melbourne, are 
two young antipodeans who registered at the 
Palmer yesterday.

The Homestead thinks 
that choice Western fruit like prime Baldwins 
will rule at $4 to G per barrel in Boston and 
New York within three months; $4 has already 
been bid for one lot in Addison County, Ver- 
mont, and the exports of apples from the 
United States and Canada of the 1890 crop will 

not be much over 500,000 barrels, against 700,- 
000 barrels last year and 1,000,000 in 1888. 

Peaches are a practical fallure in Southern 

Ontario and Michigan as well as in the South- 
ern States and Connecticut.

New York apples are a failure, and letters to 
us from the apple belt verify the statements 
made by Eastern tel ms. That is the best 
region for apples in the country, and when it 
fails to supply the market with its usual num- 
ber of bushels its effect will be noticed.” 

Mr. Earl of Earl Bros. hias been sending out 
postals to the different States as to the condi- 
tion of the apple and potato crop. His ad- 
vices are that apples will be scarce. Missouri 
seems to be abgui the best place for them.

MARVELS OF HYPNOTISM. 


POSSIBLE CRIMINAL USES OF THE MYS- 
TERIOUS INFLUENCE. 


Villainous Plots Which Might Be Carried 
Out by the Unscrupulous Use of the 
Strange Power—Falsehood Easily Made 
to Appear Truth in the Minds of De- 
luded Subjects—The Danger to Society 
and the Available Safeguards. 


New York Sun: Some of the phenomena 
of hypnotism were described in the Sun the 
other Sunday, but the marvels of the subject 
were by no means exhausted. There remain 
grave problems brought to light by recent in- 
vestigation which threaten in the near fature 
to demand careful consideration from a social 
and legal point ofview. It should be said 
again that the best knowledge of the subject 
is by no means confined tothe French savants, 
whose experiments the last few years have 
aroused so much interest and astonishment in 
Europe and this country. New York and 
other American neurologists, including 
the foremost men in the medical profession, 
while they have not publicly proclaimed their 
discoveries, have covered all the ground tra- 
versed by Charcot, Bernheim, and the other 
French investigators. Their conclusions, 
while agreeing more closely with those of 
Bernheim than withthose of any other Euro- 
pean inquirer, are by no means identical with 
his. They are able to produce practically the 
same effects by means of hypnotic sugges- 
tions as he does, but these results are reached 
in a much smaller proportion of cases, the in- 
ference being, as has been stated, that Ameri- 
cans are much less susceptible to hypnotic in- 
fluences than Europeans. 

A full exposure of the known marvels of 
hypnotism would be a dangerous knowledge 
to spread before the general public but for one 
fact—namely: No one can be hypnotized 
against his will. But for this an unscrupulous 
use of the mysterious power would speedily 
undermine all the safeguards of society. This 
rule has few exceptions in its first application, 
but it loses its force after repeated experi- 
ments with the same individual. A person 
who voluntarily submits to hypnotization a 
few or many times loses the power to resist 
the influence. There is, therefore, abundant 
reason for condemning ignorant and indis- 
criminate experimenti with the peculiar 

wer about which so little is really known. 

ts use should be confined strictly to the 
hands of competent physicians, and by them 
it should be resorted to only as a remedial 
agent, and used only in the presence of third 
persons. 

Take, for instance, a startling demonstra- 
tion of the real danger which the criminal 
use of the new agent involves. The writer 
submitted this supposititious case to two or 
three specialists as a possible crime which 
might committed by hypnotic agency, 
and they affirmed unbesitatingly that it 
was not only possible but rfectl 
easy of execution: A _ fiendish — 
plots the murder of his wife. He finds 
that she is easily hypnotized. Mak- 
ing careful arrangements, he procures poison, 
and when the circumstances are favorable he 
throws his victim into a hypnotic trance. He 
directs her to write at his dictation a rather 
ambiguous note, which, when found, will be 
acce as indicating her intention to take 
her life. She obeys without hesitation. He 

laces a deadly draught before her, and tells 

r it is a delicious wine. He commands her 
to drink it after two hours have passed. Then 
he leaves her, still in trance, goes among 
perfect alibi. The 
poor woman drinks the poison and dies. It is 
a plain case of suicide. There will not even 
— 4 investigation beyond the simple surface 


Every step in this despicable imaginary plot 
has been gone over again and _ by French 
and American physicians in ir —.—— 
experiments, The only difference has been 
that they have given their subjects salt, mak- 
ing them believe it is sugar. Is more forci- 
ble warning necessary to show the danger to 
society which must be guarded against as the 

henomena of hypnotism become generally 

nown? Those who know most about the 
subject are unanimous in saying that the law 
should forbid, under severest penalties, any 
use or attempted use of the strange influenee. 

Perhaps no more thrilling exhibition o © 
2 of hypnotism was ever seen in New 

ork than took place several years ago before 
an audience of physicians under the direction 
of the late Dr. Beard, whose investigations 
considerably antedated those of the French 
specialists. Dr. Beard suggested to a yo 
man in a trance that a man whom he poin 
eut had slandered his (the subject’s) mother 
The doctor 
handed the subject a roll of paper, which he 
said was a dagger, and told him to kill the 
man. The face of the subject took on an ex- 
pression of rage impossible to assume, so real 
was it. He set about stealthily to obey the 
suggestion. He walked furtively around two 
sides. of the stage until he was in the 
rear of the victim. Then creeping softly 
up the last few steps on his hands and knees 
the avenger suddenly fell upon the man in 
fury, and, as he 1 stabbed him three 
or four times in the back. His face, mean- 
time, was a picture of blackest fury and re- 
venge, the emotions depicted being so real 
that everybody who watched him knew that 
there was no counterfeiting. His revenge 
complete, as he supposed, the murderer be- 
came a prey to the natural feelings of 
reaction, to fear of detection, and so on. It

THE FAMOUS EMPEROR’S FONDNESS 
FOR GENTLE MELODIES. } 


He Would Whistle When veted, and Tried 
to Sing Occasionally, but His Voice Was 
Anything but Musical — Beethoven's 
Earlier Admiration for Him, and His 
Rage When He Found Him “ Nothing 
but an Ordinary Mortal.” 


It must be confessed that, at the first glance, 
the connection between the warlike Emperor 
and the divine art is not obvious, says a writer 
in the New York Com ial Advertiser. The 
only kind of music whith we can imagine Na- 
poleon connected with is that of which Car- 
lyle speaks in “Sartor Resartus: “ Your 
Buonaparte represents his ‘Sorrows of Napo- 
leon’ opera in an all-too-stupendous style; 
with music of cannon volleys and murder 
shrieks of a world; his stage lights are the 
fires of conflagration ; his rhyme and recitative 
are the tramp of embattled hosts and tthe 
sound of falling cities.“ But let us examine a 
little closer and we shall find more connection 
than at first sight appears. Napoleon had all 
an Italian’s love of music; he even posed as a 
critic, and occasionally tried to sing himself, 
though his efforts in that direction do not 
seem to have been appreciated. His secretary, 
an old schoolfellow, Bourienne, says: When- 
ever he experienced any vexation, or when 
any unpleasant thought occupied his mind, he 
would hum something which was far from re- 
sembling a tune, for his voice was very unmu- 
sical.“ 

His valet, Constant, who has also written 
memoirs, says: Bonaparte could not sing, 
because nature had given him the most un- 
tunable voice imaginable. He was, however, 
fond of humming any airs or fragments of 
musical compositions which pleased him, 
and which he happened to recollect.” He

FORESTS OF AMERICA DISAPPEARING. 


Wanton and Reckless Destruction—Danger 
‘ of a Failure of the Timber Supply. 
New York Tribune: A copy of a business 
circular has been sent to the Tribune as a.good 
text for an article on the wanton and reckless 
destruction of American forests. It contains 
a brief announcement that “ the Grand Rapids 
Bending Works have discontinued their busi- 
ness on account of the scarcity of timber in 
that locality,” and that their plant has 
been purchased by another compa- 
ny and removed “to Hillsboro, Mich. 
This is practical evidence of the dis- 
appearance of white oak and hickory from 
what was once the center of the incomparable 
Michigan forests. ‘The remoyal of the plant 
to another district will be speedily followed 
by similar exhaustion of timber there. The 
same process of destruction which leveled the 
magnificent pine forests of New England, 
New York, and Pennsylvania has over 
the timber lands of Michigan, Wi and 
Minnesota, once the finest and most valuable 
on this continent. The supply is now rapidly 
running out in that highly favored region; 
and the country in the course of a few years 
wo 8 be dependent upon Canada for 
r. 

The disappearance of white oak and hicko 
from the heart of Michigan ought not. to mf 
cite surprise when the energy with which the 
policy of destruction has been pursued is borne 
in mind. These splendid forests of the North- 
west have been gridironed with railways laid 
for the express purpose of carrying timber to 
market from every accessible point. A lum- 
ber marine of enormous carrying capacity has 
been created on the great es for the sole 
ooject of poor seen the work of the timber- 
cutters in getting rid of the forests, Ameriean 
energy is a giant force when it is once con- 
centrated on a field of action, and it has not 
taken long to despoil and ravage timber lands 
which were considered a few years ago inex- 
haustible. From statistics produced in a val- 
uable pamphlet by William Little it a

Americans have grown so accustomed to the 
idea that their country possesses inexhaustible 
resources in timber that it has been impossi- 
ble to convince them that measures for pro- 
tecting the few remaini forests and for 
planting trees on a large for another gen- 
eration are of supreme National interest.
